Porsiiant id a Proclamation of Hia Excellency the Governor 
of the State of Michigan, the Representatives assembled this 
day, in their Hall, in the Capitol, in the city of Lansing^. 

At 12 o'clock noon, the Speaker, Hon. Sallivan M. Gatcheon, 
called the House to order. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Meyer. 

The Proclamation of the Oovernor, convening the Legislar 
ture in extra session, was then read. 

The following is the 

PBOCLAMATIOK. 

Whereas, The President of the United States, by hia Procla- 
mation, of the date of the 11 th of October last, has called upon 
the Governors of the different States to raise and have enlisted 
into the Uuited States service, for the various companies and 
regiments in the field from their respective States, their quotas 
of three hundred thousand men; 

And whereas, It has been judged necessary by many of the 
counties, towns and cities of this State, that provision should 
be made for the payment of bounties to volunteers, by such 
counties, towns and cities, to enable them to fill their several 
quotas with volunteers, and that further legislation is neces- 
sary, in order to give full faith and credit to the acts and obligar 
tions of such municipal bodies; 

Therefore, believing that such an extraordinary occasion 
exists, as is contemplated by the Constitution, I, Austin Blair, 
Governor of the State of Michigan, in virtue of the power vested 
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in me by the Constitution, do convene the Leg^islature of this 
State, hereby requiring the Senators and Representatives to^EUK 
Aemble in their respective Chambers, at the Capitol, in Lansings 
on Tuesday, the 19th day of January next, at twelve o'clock 
noon, then and thete to eansiAer and determine upon the 
measures proper to be adop^d .in r^ard to the payment of 
aach bounties to volunteers, and the legalization of acts already 
done for that purpose, and all such other subjects as may be^ 
>bro^|(ht before the liegialature in pursuance of the Constitution. 
«r In te^timony whereof, I have here^unto set my hand, 
and caused to be affixed the Great Seal of the State,, 
{l. 8.] at Lansiog, this 15th day of December, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
three.

19»ee yean ago thia Honae adopted a aariea ef ratalaWaan 
pledging and tendering to the Pieaideat of llie United Statea^ 
ill the fbroe and meana of the Staie of Michigan, to aid ki the 
ezecntion of the Federal lawa. Sinoe that time Miohigan ban 
(rfien reiterated her dedarationa of lojalty and devotion to the 
Umon, and aa often haa ahe redeemed her pledgee to the Oen- 
erai Ooyernment^ by her prompt and hearty reapcmae to e^aijr 
demand of the National Ezeoutiye, and by the heroio valor of 
her sons on every battle field of the Bepnblio. 

Once more the ezigenciea of war have conyened the repre* 
sentatlTee of the people to make good the plighted faith of the 
State, by adopting Buch measures and enacting auch laws aa 
the speedy success of the loyal cause may require; nor can it 
be doubted that Michigan will cheerfully answer every call of 
patriotisni. If she f altered not during the dark dajs of the 
Republic, how much less will she now hesitiUe to do her whole 
doty. ^ • . 

One year ago we were battling with a proud, defiant, boast- 
ful foe; our enemy looked hopefully across the Atlantic for 
Bympatby and aid; deep mutteriogs of treason and discontent 
were beard throughout the loyal States; and as rebellion gath- 
ered all its mighty, satanic power, and grappled with loyalty 
for the life of the nation, the etoutest patriot trembled. It 
Btmggled desperately, but failed. To-day all is jchanged. The 
cause of good governm jnt, freedom and humanity is prosper- 
ous. In the loyal States Agriculture and Commerce enrich the 
haBbandman^and the trader; the creditor shuns oftener than 
duns his debtor; the schools were never so well attended; the 
churches were nevqr better filled ; the people seek each day 
the bonds of the government by the million; three hundred 
thousand more are filling up the ranks of the Union army, and 
niillions are yet in reaefve;. the birthday of the nation made 
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%kdtegl6]^ti8 by-iti»ir«feiitor«tioii«iiidbapti»A in heroic blood at 
Helena, Yicksbarg and Gettysburg. Look South. The at«acf 
freedom is ^thetohing ltd anus to the QvAf of Mexico; the area 
of rebellion bisected, contcaoted .and eontrabting. Fifty tbon. 
4iiMiliien who noentlytbdtp the shaekles of slavery, now bear 
.tbe'artris of •patriots; a hundred thousand who aerved pettj 
^rants^ 'now, serve their country. . 6rim, relentless war Is felt 
*itt 'every household of the ** Confederacy." 
•' It Temains for well fed^ well clothed, hopeful, liberty-loving, 
victorious loyalty, to complete the destruction of starving, rag- 
ged, deepairing, libertyohating, vanquished rebellion.

Jb the 8i9naie and Souse of BqiresenlaHves: 

A large number of petitionSy memorials, and yerbal applica- 
tions have been msde to me, requesting legislation authorizing^ 
various counties, towns add citit'S to aid in the construction of 
xaihroads bj pledging their credit as corporate bodies for that 
iprpose. Many of the roads contemplated are important^ and 
11^1 deserving all such encouragement as may fairly be given 
them. The Legislature, by an act of the last session, sano* 
tioned the policy of such laws, and there seems to be a Yisacy 
general disposition in the State to adopt that method of ao- 
<HiQ9pli^ing objects deemed important. 

J submit the whole subject of such laws, therefore, to the 
good jodgment of the two Houses. If the policy is to be gen* 
erally adopted, it would seem to me heat that a general law 
ahwld be enacted, applicable to all parts of the State alike. 
If this shonld be done, such a law ought to be very oarefolly 
guarded, and the amounts that may be raised limited within 
such reasonable bounds as to protect the people against Of^pses- 
sive taxes in cases where the roads may not be found remunera- 
tive. The wisest men misjudge often in these affairs, and the 

I 

most of people are in great danger oi being deceived. 

A law providing for the collection of claims against boats 
and vessels, navigating the waters of this State, is greatly 
needed. Such a law passed the House of Representatives at 
the last session, I am informed, but was not reached upon its 
final passage in the Senate. I recommend that some law upon 
this subject be enacted. 

The law authori2Eing associations or corporations for the pur> 
pose of booming logs, is said to bo impracticable and useless, 
while there is an urgent present necessity for such a statute. 
I recommend that the law be either amended so as to make it 



/ 
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Talaable, or that an act be passed which will meet the require- 
ments of the great lumbering interest of the Stat^. 

At the last session an act was passed to amend an act enti- 
tied an act to provbe for the formation of compaaies to con- 
strnct canals or harbors, and improve the same, approved 
March )3th, 1861, and an act amendatory thereto, approved 
January 18, 1862. By some strange oversight a proviso crept 
into section IT, which destroys the whole law, so far as any 
practicability is concerned. I recommend that this proviso 
be repealed.

The following is the message of the Goyemor, and the docQ* 
ments. accompanying the same: 

FeUow OUizena of the Senate and Souse of BepreaenMives: 

I welcome yon again to the Capitol. By virtue of that pro* 
vision of the Constitution which authorizes the Governor to 
convene the Legislature upon "extraordinary oecasions/' your 
present assembling has been required. The period is itself 
revolutionary and altogether extraordinary. The rebellion 
still refuses to give us either peace or rest; and no human 
forecast seems sufficient to provide fcOr all the exigencies of a 
single year. At your last session, after having tried the 
hard experiences of war for nearly two years, and learned 
.somewhat 6f the requirements of 'tiie occasion, it was hoped 
that all had been done which would be required during the 
term for which you had been elected, and for the fulfillment of 
the obligation owed by the people of Michigan to the National 
<}overnment, in its gpreat effort to protect the Union and save 
the nation entire. All the measures of that session were, I 
believe, wisely adapted to the purposes had in view; but some 
•changes made by acts of Congress in the methods of recruit- 
ment of the National forceEi, and the failure of those acts to 
accomplish the object in the manner and to the extent antici-* 
pated, have rendered further legislation expedient and even 
necessary. The enrollment act was evidently intended to dis- 
pense with the systeo/ of volonteering, and to rely mainly, if 
not entirely, upon drafting, to reinforce the National armies. 
No further appeals were to be made directly to the State au- 
thorities, to furnish their quotas of volunteers, as had been ^ 
previously done; but the Government would at once lay its 
hands upon the men required, by means of the Provost Mar- 
shals and the machinery of the draft. It resulted, of course. 
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that local and State bounties would be no further required, nor 
would any further agitation by the local authorities be neces* 
sary, in any part of the country. This project has been tried, 
apparently with results not altogether satisfactory, whether 
for the reason that the law itself was. crude and defectire, or 
that the system was not in accordance with the habits and ge- 
nius of our people, it is not necessary now to inquire. The 
President has, for whatever reason, in his proclamation of Oc- 
tober last, "calling upon the Oovernors of the different States 
to raise and have enlisted into the United States service, for 
the various companies and regiments in the field from their re- 
spective States, their quotas of three hundred thousand men,'' 
returned to the old system, which looks to recruiting as the 
chief reliance for strengthening the military forces. The de- 
mand that the enlistments should all be "for the various com-, 
panies and regiments in the field/' also indicates a determina- 
tion to cease ornamenting ambitious civilians with the insignia 
of military command, and in its stead to reinforce the veteran 
corps' by enlistments into their well trained ranks, under offi- 
cers of tried courage and skill; a policy so wise that it is only 
wonderful that it was not adopted long before. As soon as 
practieable after the issue of this call, the quotas of the sev- 
eral States were made known to them, that of Michigan being 
a little in excess of eleven thousand. It was the duty of the 
State to respond to this call for volunteers with the prom[^tneB0 
tad energy which has characterized our people since the war 
began, and has made Michigan soldiers a pride and a 
glory in every army in which they have served. To do this 
required that all our recruiting machinery which had been laid 
aside for the draft, should be again brought into full operation. 
Some little delay was unavoidably occasioned in consequence 
of the draft being at the time in actual progress; but all things 
considered, the success has been more than equal to the most 
sangnine expectations. Recruiting has been brought back to 
the standard of enthusiasm of the first year of the war, and 
the ability of the State still to fill its quotas by the process of 
voluntary enlistmentSi has been proved beyond doubt 
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BOUNTIES. 

This has been accomplished mainly bj the offering of liberal 
bounties to the volnnteers, and a thoroQgh agitation and can- 
vass of the communities, consequent upon it. The people have 
generally taken the matter directly iu hand themselves. With- 
out any adequate laws directing their action in a uniform 
course, they have come together in their local municipal cor- 
porations, and in the various ways which seemed best to themy 
have raised the money to enable them to offer such bounties as 
seemed sufficient to induce the enlist'meni; of the requisite 
number of men to fill the quota and escape the draft. As a 
general thing they have aimed at levying the amount raised, 
finally, by a uniform tax, in order that all those who ought to 
contribute to it, should be made to do so, however unwilling 
any might be; and to this there seems to be no solid objection. 
If any interest is more indebted than another for protection, to 
the maintenance of stable government, it is the property upon 
which the taxation will fall. And inasmuch as the war is 
wagied for the preservation of such government, it may justly 
demand that the property of the country shall contribute, by- 
fair assessment, to its success in every proper way. What 
more effectual way than by filling the ranks of the army under 
the immediate action of the people themselves? 

In many instances, countyj township and city bonds, and 
other evidences of debt, have been issued, which lack the neo- 
essary statutory sanction, and do not therefore possess, in the 
hands of the holders, their proper and legitimate value. 

These obligations have been entered into in good faith, and in 
good faith received, presuming upon the patriotism and justice 
of the Legislature^ They have been incurred for the most pat- 
riotic object, and have accpmplished most honorable and bene* 
ficial results, both to the State and the Nation. 

I have no hesitation, therefore, in recommending that the 
legislative sanction be given to the action of the people in the 
raising of money for the payment of bounties to volunteers 
since the passage of the act of 1863, under snob guards and re» 
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•tnctkiDS ay may be thought neoMBmry for proteotioa againsi 
firandB and pretended clMnm. 

In this connection, I wish also to call the attention of the 
Legislature to the qaestion of the propriety of providing, by 
law, a nniforme^ale, by Tirtne of which bonnties may hereafter 
be raised without the irregnlarities which have heretofore oc* 
earred, and without the necessity of another resort to an extra 
session. 

It is extremely desirable that whenever bonnties are offered^ 
they should be uniform in amount throughout the State, in 
order that different localities may be prevented from a heated 
competition and bidding against each other, in a manner alike 
disastrous to themselves and the service, resulting in too many 
cases in downright deception and fraud, both. upon the volun- 
teers themselves and the towns and cities from which they eik> 
list. For this purpose, it has been thought best by many 
patriotic persons that bounties should be offered only by the 
State, and that the smaller municipal corporations should be 
entirely forbidden to do so. In this opinion. I do not concur* 
After considerable observation and experience, I am convinced 
that no contrivance has yet been adopted which can compare 
•in efficiency with the local bounty for procuring enlistmente 
mto the n^ilitary service. The same amount of money offered 
in any other way, either by the State or General Government^ 
will not begin to equal it, and the reason is obvious. When the 
people of a town, or ward of a city, are called together to con* 
aider of the propriety of raising a bounty to fill the quota of 
that town or ward, a very great interest is awakened in the 
question at the very first step, and when it is finally determin* 
ed to do so, and to assess the amount in some way upon the 
little community, the interest is so greatly enhanced that every 
individual of that community feels thoroughly committed to the 
project, and lends his utmost influence to accomplish it. This 
influence is worth even more than the money itself. Few wOl 
enlist from a cold, lifeless commuDity, no matter for the money 

that may be offered. But let the whole people rise up to cheer 

6  • . 
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on ihoBe wbo enter the service of their country, ofieii^ng gener- 
ous bounties, Qot to buy an unwilliug seldier, but as an ternest 
of hearty good will towards a gallant defender of a most right* 
eous cause, in which all the blood that is shed shall be sacred^ 
and the case is '' bravely altered.'' The ambitious, enthusiaa- 
tic young men will go shouting with jpy to the ranks, and take 
up their arms with the spirit of heroes. 

In whatever laws may be enacted upon this subject, the ob- 
ject should be to aid the action of the people by giving legal 
force and validity to such measures as they may decide upon, 
as being most likely to accomplish their purpose. At the same 
time it will be wise to fix some well defined limits, beyond 
which ^t shall not be lawful to go to prevent inconsiderate 
rashness. In fixing such limits, care should be taken to avoid 
extremes. It is not only important that the object should be 
pursued with great enthusiasm and patriotic energy, but that 
it should at the same time be continuous and not transitoxy. 
The losses of the companies and regiments in the field are oon- 
stantly and steadily occurring. The men drop out of tbCe ranks 
one by one into the hospital. Large numbers of them never 
retam to active duty, disappearing in the invalid corps, or 
being finally discharged to return to civil life. Their places in 
Hie ranks ought to be supplied by a steady influx of new re- 
cruits. It is better every way that the number required to 
keep up the numbers of t&e Michigan regiments in the field 
should be obtained by a ateady and constant recruitment of 
new men, than that all should have to be done in a period limit- 
ed to a few days, and consequently by a spasmodic exhausting 
effort which will soon need to be repeated. Under the present 
system of credits to the sub-districts, any surplus is always car- 
ried forward, in fact the enrollment law requires that, and any 
town may, by a steady system of recruiting, keep its quota 
constantly filled, thus avoiding the extra expenses and effort 
occasioned by haste and strong competition on the eve of a 
draft. 

We owe a g^eat debt of gratitude to the companies and regi* 
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ments we have pnt in the field, aad can repay it in no way bo 
well as keeping their rank^ fall. It onght not to be considered 
tfalfillment of oar whole daty merely to raise the quotas as- 
signed OS. It is a sacred obligation resting upon the people to 
ffifitain the troops in the field; and for this purpose it is essen- 
tial that the action be unremitting and steadily sustained. 
When bounties are offered, the offer should bo continued after 
the immediate exigency is past, thus proyiding a surplus to 
meet another call. 

The State bounty which was provided by the act approved 
March 6th, 1863, was withdrawn soon after the late call was 
made. This action was rendered proper by two considerations: 
First, the war loan fund was insufficient in amount to pay it to 
10 large a number of men as the call embraced; and secondlyi 
because the United States Oovernment had so largely increas* 
edits bounties, that its payment was considered unnecessary 
lolong as those should continue to be paid. 

K will be remembered that this State bounty was recom* 
mended in the message of a year ago to supply the place, to 
ione extent, of the local bounties which it was apprehended 
would cease as soon as the draft then progressing was over, 
which proved to be the case. And this was for the purpose of 
preventing the entire abandonment of the recruiting service, 
which it also has accomplished. This is a case which is very 
Uy to occur again, and I wish to reserve the amount still r^ 
fining in the war loan fund to be used when and where other 
honnties are withheld, or there is some especial reason for their 
being paid, as in the case of the veterans who retfnlist, having 
^^erer received any bounty from the State. The payment of 
this bounty was also confined by express words of the act^ to 
those who should " enlist in any regiment, battery or company 
heretofore mustered from this State into the military service of 
^e United States, or now [ihenj organizing in this State for 
SQch service." The purpose of this was to encourage enlist- 
i&ents in the old regiments, and to discourage the formation of 
"Oew ones, a policy which has now been adopted by the General 
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Government. To prevent misconstrabtion, this act will teqairo* 
some slight amendment, more especially in regard to .the die* 
cretion which was vested in the Executive. In its main object, 
however, I believe it to have been a very iSeneficial law, and" 
trust it may be retained. 

KNABLINO SOLDIERS IN THB FIELD TO V0T9. 

^ At yoUr session a year ago, a bill passed the House of Rep* 
rei^entatives, providing for the exercise of the right of suffrage, 
in our elections by our soldiers absent from the State in the 
service of the United States. This'bill reached the Senate at 
the very heel of the session and failed, it was understood, for 
want of time to consider it. The subject was one of great 
importance and surrounded with grave doubts and difficulties. 

Perhaps the minds of members were not altogether settled 
at that time as to the rightfulness or policy of such a law. 
The Constitutions of the States have all been framed withoat. 
any view to such a condition of things as the present; and 
there has always been in this country, as in England, great 
jealousy of the army mingling in the affairs of civil adminia* 
tration. During the past year, however, very great consider a- ^ 
tion has been given to the subject in nearly all the loyal Slates 
It has come into judgment before the highest tribunals of sev- 
eral of them, eliciting very learned and patriotic opinions from 
the judges, which have thrown great light upon it, and gone 
far to establish the legal principles which must guide all proper 
legislation in that direction. 

That patriotism, justice and sound policy require the'passage 
* of such laws, wherever they can be constitutionally enacted, 
seems to be^now generally agreed. The volunteer army of the 
United States is composed of the people of the United States. 
Thay have left their various occupations in civil life and taken 
up arms at the call of their country, not to become professional 
soldiers, but to defend their country and government from des- 
truction, and their homes and property from desecration and 
pillage. Not to renounce civil life and the pursuits of peace, 
but to establish, upon an enduring basiSj the right to both, for 
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themselyes and their posterity. With a patriotism and courage 
worthy of everlasting remembrance they have periled every- 
thing, that their country and its free institutions may continue 
to exist. They are absent from the polls of the elections in 
their several towns and wards, beating back the power of a 
causeless and cruel rebellion in order that those very elections 
may be held in peace, and that the right to hold them and to 
have their results respected and obeyed shall continue forever. 
If these volunteer citizen soldiers should not have a voice in 
the civil adm^inistration of the government for which they fight^ 
then it would be well to inquire who is worthy of it. Though 
soldiers, they have not ceased to be citissens and residents, nor 
is their stake less in the country than that of those who remain 
in peace at home. Surely, he who stands faithfully by his* 
country in the shock of battle, may be safely trusted eA the 
ballot box, though it should be carried to him at Ylcksburg or 
Chattanooga. 

Is it, theh, within the constitutional powers of this Legisla- 
ture, to enact a law granting the exercise of the right of suf- 
frage elsewhere than in the town or ward where the voter is 
a resident ? It is not a question of the right to vote, but only 
of the place where the ballot shall be received. No change of 
qualifications in the voter, nor in the manner of his exer- 
cising the right, will be required. All the case demands is the 
establishment of a poll for the reception of votes in or near 
the camps of the troops. No right of challenge will be denied, 
nor any safeguard which the utmost prudence may enact. If 
such power exists in your body, then by every consideration of 
justice and right let it be done; butif not, then however much 
we may regret it, we must not move a step' in that direction, 
since they would not be fit to make laws who will not obey the 
fundamental law. It becomes us, therefore, to examine care- 
fully and judge dispassionately. 

That the Legislature has the power to fix the time, place and 
manner of holding elections, and to Establish the qualifications 
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of voters, nnleeB pr6hibited by the CoiH9tittition from doing 60^ 
need not be doubted. 

Jastice Batler, in delivering the nnanimous opinion of the 
Supreme Court of Connecticut, declaring unconstitutional and 
void the act of the General Assembly of that State, approved 
December 24th, 1862, *' providing a mode of taking the votes 
in the, election of State and other officers, of persons absent 
from the State as volunteers in the military service of the 
United States;" remarks as follows: 

«The Constitution establishes an elective governments and 
nnder it there must of necessity be a fixed time, place and man^ 
ner of holding elections. If these are clearly and sufficientiy 
fixed and prescribed by the Constitution, and nothing is ex- 
pressly delegated, or by implication left to the Legislature, 
that body cannot interfere to alter, extend or suspend them, or 
either of them, in the slightest particular. If they are not tlins 
fixed and prescribed by the Constitution, it is by implication 
'incident to the general legislative power to do it, so that the 
government may be perpetuated and sustained. 

" Our simple inquiry, therefore, is whether the Constitution 
has BO fully and clearly prescribed the time, place and manner 
of holding elections, or either of them, as to leave by implica- 
tion no power in the Oeneral Assembly to prescribe ihem, or 
either of them, in the way and to the extent they have at^ 
tempted to do, in the act in question. 

''In relation to the time^ place and manner of holding elec- 
tions, the Constitutions of the several States differ. In some 
of them all these are prescribed with that particularity which 
forbids all acUon of the Legislature. In others, neither are 
pfrescribed, but the qualifications of the voters are fixed, and 
the power to regulate the time, place and manner, committed 
to the Legislature; and in such States the reception of votes 
out of the State may be constitutionally authorized." 

This doctrine of the Connecticut Court is sustained, substan- 
tially, by all the cases which have met my observation. It 
seems to me, also, the doctrine of good sense. Taking these 
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f riooipleft •• a guide, it will not be dtfbiilt, I think, to deter- 
mine whether the Gonttitatioa of MtdiigMi ^^heaeo fdlly and 
elearly preeoribed the time, plaoe and manner of holding deo- 
tione, an to leave by im^ioation no power in the Legielatme 
to prescribe them, or either of them." It has certainly eo pre- 
ecribed the time. In section 84 of article 4, section 8 of arti- 
cle 5, and section 1 of article 8, the Tuesday succeeding the 
first Monday of Norember, in the year 1858, and of erery seo- 
<ttd year Itereafter, is esti^lished as the time of holding the 
general y^tmial election. And it is dear that every eleotion 
ef State oScors and members of the Legislatnre most be upon 
that ^^y, aad no elfaer, in spits ef amy legislatiTe enactment 
wimtever. 

If the Oonstitntion is equally expUcit as to the plaoe and 
maamer ^ holding the elections, then we may dismiss the £s- 
easskm at once, and obey the prohibition; but I am confident 
it wlU be found otiierwise. 

That instrument has no where required that the election shell 
be bold in any particular place or nmiber of places, nor in any 
paiticidar manner. No election districts we establidied or re- 
quired to be established, nor are any rules prescribed for the 
ftiRtt or extent of such districts. They may be fonned of entire 
comties if the Legislature so choose, unless the requirement 
that Senators and Bepresentatiycs shall be elected by single 
districts afiects the question. Neither is the manner of holding 
the election prescribed, except that the vote shall be by ballot 
All these things have been left to the Legislature, unless the 
concluding words of section 1, article T, should be held to pro* 
yide otherwise. This article is headed " Elections/' and deals 
entirely with the qualificatiobs and privileges of electors^ 
except Ijiat in the second section the rote is required to be 
given by ballot, << except for such township offioers as may be 
authorized by law to be otherwise chosen." The words of sec- 
tion 1, referred to, are as follows: " But no dtizen or inhabi- 
tant shall be an elector, or entitied to vote at any election, un- 
lesa he shall be above the age of twen^ne yMm, mmi has 
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Tesided in the State three months, and in the township or ward 
in which he <^er8^ to vote ten days next preceding^ snch eleo- 
tion.'^ These are fit words to establish the qaalifioatioofii of 
Voters, but not to control the Legislature as to the places where 
polls of election shall be established and votes offered and re- 
ceived. They speak directly as to age and residence, and only 
to those qualifications. All else is incidental and explanatory. 
The elector must be twenty-one years of age, and he must have 
had a residence in some place, or any number of places in the 
State, of three months, and in some particular township or ward 
ten days next preceding the election at which he offers to vote. 
Can any greater scope be fairly given to this clause than that 
If it was intended to forbid the Legislature from aulhoriziog 
the reception of a vote in any other place than in the town or 
ward where the elector resided, it is not conceivable that it 
ahould have been left by the convention to a merely casual ex- 
pression which does not directly either command or forbid €U)y- 
ihing. The words, no doubt, pre suppose that the offer to vote 
will be made in the township or ward in which the elector re- 
sides, but they neither require it to be so, nor iorbid it to be 
otherwise. 

In the same article, at section 5, this Constitution is at the 
pains to declare that "no elector shall be deemed to have 
gained or lost a residence by reason of his being employed in 
the service of the United States.'' Did the people, in establish- 
iDg this Constitution intend, while preserving the residence of 
ithe soldier, and consequently his right to vote, at the same time 
io forbid the Legislature to enact such laws as might enable 
ibim to exercise the right ? The Constitution, like any other act^ 
must be taken together, as a whole, and have such a reasona- 
4>le construction as will carry into full and beneficial, effect the 
nystem of government established by it. The usual and rear 
aonable powers of the Legislature will not be held to be abro* 
gated unless by clear and distinct enactments to that effecti 

The government established is in all its branches elective^ 
and the soffrage oniveraaly or nearly so, Oreat care seema to 
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hftre been taken to preserre for all white male dtisena, 6f 
proper mge, the exercise of the ri'ii^t to Tote, and I think this 
maaifest intention ought to have great weight in the determiner 
tioQ of the present qaestion, Unqaestionably the present oon- 
tmgenoy is one not eontemplated by the convention whidi 
firamed the Gonstituljiony or by the people in adopting it; and 
Aore iBf on that account^ all the more reason for declining to 
adopt any narrow construction which would make it accom- 
p&h what no one^at the time designed it should do. 

In several of the States laws of the sort proposed hsive been 
enacted and put into practical operation without much incon- 
venience, and with no apparent danger of public injury. In 
Bome of these States, with Constitutions similar to our otjm, 
the question of the validity of such laws has been before their 
highest courts, and they have been there sustained. Such, I 
believe, has been the case in Iowa and Wisconsin. 

After giving the subject considerable attention, I do not 
hesitate to recommeud the passage of such a law, by this Leg* 
ielature, as will enable the soldiers of Michigan, while absent 
from the State in the service of the United States, to avail 
themselves of the right which they have never forfeited, to vote 
in all the State and local elections. It will be only just to* 
wards them, and their votes will be dangerous to traitors only. 

MILITABY BOAD FBOM FOB? WILKINS TO GBABN BAT. 

Soon after the adjournment of the last session of the Legi»> 
latnre, I received a copy of an act of Oongress ** granting lands 
to the States of Michigan and Wisconsin, to aid in the constrno- 
tion of a military road from Fort Wilkins, Oopper Harbor, 
Keweenaw county, in the State of Michigan, to Fort Howard, 
Oreen Bay, in the State of Wisconsin." 

This* act was approved March 8d, 1863, and grants '* to the 
State of Michigan, to aid in the construction of a military wagon 
road from Fort Wilkins, Copper Harbor, to Houghton, Portage 
Lake, and thence in a southerly direction to the State line of 
Wisoonsin, every alteniate seottmi of public land designated 
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by eren zramberB, for thr«e sectioiiB m width, on eaok side of 
iMkid road.'' The lands are made anbject to the disposal of the 
Lef^lature, for the purposes des^ated, and no other; and the 
manner of their disposition, together with the width, grade and 
constmctiim of the road, are particalarly prescribed; and that 
if the road is not completed within fi^e years, the lands shall 
revert to the United States^ One year of the five has already 
nearly passed without actk)n, and it is haportant that the 
necessary legislative action should be had at once. -Qie ents^ 
prise in one of great importance to the Lake Saperior oonntry, 
and the grant is qnite llb^al. I rocemmend that the grant be 
accepted on behalf of the State, and Ae necessary li^wa emot- 
ed to carry it into effect according to its conditions. 

savonrnf kihokal cKincricRT at oimrsBXTRC. 

On the 8d day of JuTy, in the year 1863, was fought at Qeir 
tysbnrg one of the most memorable battles of the war. When 
we take into account all the circumstances surrounding and 
attending the campaign which culminated there, it is impossi* 
ble not to feel that that field is historic and famous forever. 
The army of the Potomac, the largest and best appointed of 
the Union armies in the field, had then lately, under the com- 
mand of Gen. Hooker, crossed the Rilppabannock river success- 
fully, in the face of the enemy, and marched to Ghancellors- 
ville, with high hopes and the congratulations of the whole 
country, to offer him battle; but only to rekirn with hopes dis- 
appointed, and congratulaticms turned to doubts and diBcaoT' 
ag^nent. The rebel general, the most trusted and skillful of 
ihem all, immediately made his preparations to improve the oc- 
casion of his great advantage. Oollecting with great rapidity 
Hie largest and best disciplined army that the Confederacy has 
ever put in the field, be assumed the offensive. Taking up his 
line of march straight for the middle States, the wealthiest and 
most populous portion of the Union, he left the Union army be- 
hind him, or merely covering the GapitiU and the great cities 
now most seriously menaced with pillage and destruction, 
troops, flushed with victory, and meeting with no serious 
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obstacles to their advance, tirere already in the midst of Penn- 
sylvania. Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and even New 
York, are all within his grasp, nnless this triumphant march can 
be interrupted. The great struggle can no longer be delayed. 
The army of the Potomac, humiliated by partial defeat, less in 
numbers, but still indomitable in spirit and courage, approached 
rapidly, and prepared to accept the offered gage of battle* 
The mightiest of human interests hang upon the- issue. The 
prize to be fought for is the life of the country and the liber- 
ties of a whole people, perhaps of mankind, for generations to 
tome. The whole nation looks with troubled anxiety towards 
that field. If Lee is victorious, where will his march be 
stayed? Then Hooker is removed and Meade takes the com- 
iiiand. The apprehensions of the people are increased. Will 
be be equal to the occasion? Tes, he will be equal to it; and 
fhe nameless heroes under his command will be more than equal 
to it They meet in the quiet country village of Oettysburgp 
and there, in the shock of terrific battle, for three days is the 
great stake fought for, and won. Won for liberty and the Un- 
ion. The proud rebels turn and ^ee back across the Potomac, 
over the Rappahannock, and beyond the Rapidan. And there, 
at Gettysburg, was the nation preserved, and the power of the 
rebellion broken, never to be reconstructed. It may linger yet 
awhile, and burn, and destroy, and kill, and murder, but its 
fate is none the less sure. 

On that great field of Gettysburg, after the roar of baUle 
had ceased, and the smoke had cleared away, there lay the 
unburied dead. They were 2,2T1 in number, exclusive of all 
such as were removed by friends for burial among their kin- 
dred — eight hundred of them were entirely unknown. Of the 
remainder, one hundred and twelve were from Michigan; and 
there she stands on that sad roll of honor, the fourth in point 
of actual numbers, but first in the comparison of the numbers 
of her slain with the ratio ,of population. The Governor of 
Pennsylvania proposed to purchase a portion of the battle-field, 
a picturesque, beautiful ground, and to establish there '' The 
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.8oIdier&' National Gemetery, at Gtettysbarg.'' The State of 
Pennsylvania holding the title in trust for all the States having* 
jsoldiers buried there, each bearing a proper share of the ez» 
penses. All the States concurring, this has been done, and the 
•remaiDS of the dead soldiers have been gathered up " tenderly'^ 
and buried by States together. And there they rest, who saved 
their country with their blood. 

The accpmpanying papers will show the details of the plan 
•of the cemetery and the estimates of the expenses. I have 
ventured t6 promise 'that Michigan will not fail to do her pro- 
^proportion with alacrity, and I now recommend that the 
^requisite appropriation may be made, and authority given to 
appoint an agent to proceed to Qettysburg and direct the 
proper arrangement and ornamentation of the portion of the 
grounds which have been set apart for this State. This ceme- 
tery will be a Mecca of patriotism as long as the country 
exists. 

Gentlemen of the two Houses, I congratulate you upon the 
happier auspices under which we re-assemble. We have reason 
to be thankful not only for bountiful harvests and the material 
wealth and prosperity which surrounds us, but also for the 
bright hopes which promise the speedy return of peace to our 
country. 

• Unwearied by three years of continued war, the people are 
«till faithful to the free institutions under which we have 
igrown to be great. With unabated courage and ever-increas- 
ing confidence, they march steadily forward under the ** starry 
£ag" of freedom, "keeping step to the music of the Union.'' 
Since our last assembling, the arms of the Republic have been 
-victorious at all points. A just cause has added to our strength 
the smile of the benignant lleavens. The madness and despe- 
ration of rebellion has not been able to maintain Its gpround. 
With sullen rage and gnashing of teeth it yields up its most 
cherished strongholds. The bloody usurper in Richmond, with 
alternate prayers andcnrses^ calls upon the civilized nations for 
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help, even for recognition, and calls in Tain. There are none- 
80 base as to keep him company. 

Nor have onr victories been those of. the field alone. The 
loyal and trae men of the country have crashed and silencedi 
at the ballot boxes, those more insidious enemies, Tvho, under 
specious political pretences, plead the cause of the more manly 
traitors who arC/in arms. 

The great and necessary measure of emancipation — the 
measure of justice and Ood-like charity — ^has, the past year, 
won triumphs of no less importance than the greatest military 
success. The great mistake and wrong of the nation is being 
put away. We return to our own great and immortal declara- 
tion. In spite of scorn, contempt and the pride of caste — of the 
lust of power and the love of money — of stupid ignorance and 
intellect without conscience, all men in Ameiica will be free. 
Let us thank Ood, bind up our wounds and fight on.'

AN AOT granting .lands to the States of Michigan asd Wia- 
consin, to aid in the construction of a " military road " from 
Fort Wilkins, Copper Harbor, Kewenaw county, in the State 
of Michigan, to Fort Howard, Green Bay, in the State of 
Wisconsin.. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of BepresenlativeB ofthBf 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That there be, 
and is hereby, granted to the State of Michigan, to aid in the 
construction of a military wagon road from Fort Wilkins, Cop- 
per Harbox, to Houghton, Portage Lake, and thence, in a south- 
erly direction, to the State line of Wisconsin, every alternate 
section of public land, designated by even numbers, for three 
sections in width, on each side of said road, and also a like 
quantity, to be taken and designated in s^ame manner, to the 
State of Wisconsin, to aid in the c onstruction of a like road 
from the last-mentioned place on the State line of Wisconsin to 
Fort Howard, Green Bay, in the said State of Wisconsin. But 
in case it shall appear that the United States have, when the 
line or route of said road is definitely fixed, sold any section, or 
any part thereof, granted as aforesaid, or that the right of 
pre^'mption or homestead settlement has attached to the same, 
then it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Interior to set 
apart from the public lands of the Uniled States, as near to said

even Beotions aforesaidi aa may be, bo much land as shall be 
equal to such lands as the United States have sold, or other- 
wise appropriatedi or to which the right of preemption or 
homestead settlement has attached; which lands, (thus select* 
ed in lieu of those sold, and to which the right of pre^'mption or 
hoBiefitead settlement has attached as aforesaid,) together with 
the sections and parts of sections designated by even numbers 
as aforesaid, and approved as aforesaid, shall be held by the 
States of Michigan and Wisconsin for the use and purposes 
aforesaid: Provided, That the lands to be selected for and on 
account thereof shall in no case be further than fifteen miles 
from said road: Provided further, That the lands hereby 
granted shall be exclusively applied in the construction of that 
road for and on account of which such lands are hereby grant* 
ed, and shall be disposed of only as the work progresses, and 
the same shall be applied to no other purposes whatever: And 
provided further, That any and all lands heretofore reserved to 
the United States by any act of Congress, or in any other man- 
ner by competent authority, for the purpose of aiding in any ob- 
ject of internal improvement, or for any other purposes what- 
aofljer, be and the same wre hereby reserved to the United 
States from fba oper^Miion of this act» except so far as it may 
ha found necessary to locate the route of said road through such 
seserved lands; in which c^e the right of way only shall be 
granted. ^ 

Section 2. And be UfuHher enacted, That the said lands here- 
by granted to the said States shall be subiect to the disposal of 
the Legislature thereof, for the purpoiTes aforesaid, and no 
other; and the said road shall be and remain public highway for 
the use of the government of the United States, free from tolls 
or other charge upon the transportation of any property, troops, 
or mails of the United States. 

Section 3. And he U fwrther enacted. That the lands hereby 
granted to said States shall be disposed of only in the follow- 
ing manner, that is to say: that a quantity of land, not exceed- 
ing thirty sections, for said road, may be scdd; and when the 
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Oovemors of said States shall certify to the Secretary of the 
Interior that any ten continuous miles of said road are cont- 
pleted, then another quantity of land, hereby granted, not to ex*- 
ceed thirty sections for said road, having ten continuous miles 
completed as aforesaid, may be sold, and so, from time to time^ 
until thot said road is completed; and if said road is not com-* 
pleted witliin five years, no further sales shall be made, and the 
lands unsold shall revert to the United States. 

Section 4. And be it further enacted, That said military road 
shall be constructed with sufficient drains and ditches, and not 
less than forty feet in width, with a grade noi less than sixteen 
feet wide, with such graduation and bridges as shall permit of 
its regular use as a wagon road in all seasons of the year, and 
in such other special manner as the States of Michigan and 
Wisconsin may prescribe. 

Approved March 3, 1868.

WhereaSf In accordance with an invitation from David Wills, 
Esq., agent for His Excellency, A. G. Curtin, Gh)vernor of 
PennsylvSnia, the Governors of the several States appointed 
Commissioners, who met at Harrisburg, December llth, 1868, 
to represent the States in Convention, for the purpose of making 
arrangements for finishing the Soldiers' National Cemetery; 
therefore, be it » 

Besolvidf By the said Gonunissioners in Convention assem- 
bled, that the following be submitted to the different States 
interested in the '' Soldiers' National Cemetery" through their 
respective Oovernors: 

Fir^. That the Conmionwealth of Pennsylvania shall hold 
the title to the land which she has purchased at Gettysburg for 
the Soldiers' National Cemetery, in trust for States having 
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soldies bnried in said O^nneter j, in perpetuity fbi/ the purpose 
to which it is now applied. 

Seoand. That the Leginfatore of Hm Gomijat^wealth of P#«il- 
Ji^yania, be requested lio oseate a oorporatioD, to be maniig^ 
4>y troBteee, one to be f^ointed by eaqh ef the Oovernom of 
4he States of Maine, New Hampshire^ Termont, MassachnwitVp 
Sbode Island, Cknapaeotioat, N&w York, New Jersey, Pennayl- 
TanU, Maryland, Delaware, West Virginia, Qhio, Indiana^ Bli* 
nois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, moid of snoh other States 
as may bereaftte decdre to be represented in this oorporatipp, 
which Trastees shall, at their first mejBting, be divided into 
three classes. The term of office of the first class to expire on 
the first day of January, 18^. The second class on the fir^t 
day of January, 1866. The third class on the fijrst day of 
January, 186T, The vacancies thus occurring to be filled by 
the several Governors, and the persons thus appointed to fill 
such vacancies,, to hold their office for the term of three years.

AKNOUKGIMBNT QF THE DEATH OF MR. BUELL.

Speaker — It becomes my painfal dqty to announce to 
this body the death of my colleague, the Hon. A. W. Buell, of 
Oakland. One year ago now he was one of our number, occu- 
pying his place in this hall. While yet in the discharge of his 
duties, fell disease marked him for his prey. He sickened in 
our midst, and that sickness was his last. E'er his life had 
reached its noontime, he laid him down to die. 

Retiring yet social, courteous and gentlemanly, he won the 
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Mteem of all who made his aoqnaiBtanoo. He oame among «a 
a stranger to most if not to all ; bnt^ brief as was his sojoun, 
he left an impression npon the memory of many that time wiU 
not efface. 

He died in this oity March 29thy 1868| away from home and 
kindred, with one friend only to reUere the kindly offices of 
strangers, by whom he was snrronmded. 

And vJiereM, The mysterions doings of Proyidence haye so 
untimely removed from oar midst one of oar nomber, and from 
the scenes of actiye life and domestic endearment one on whom 
an already stricken family leaned with confidential hope ; there* 
fore,

RBMABKB OF MR. T. O. SinTH. 

I 

Mb. Spiakib: — ^In rising to second the resolntions of the Hon. 
member from Oakland, I cannot let the occasion pass withoat 
paying my homble tribute to one who, though modest in his 
deportment, was nevertheless possessed - of those qualities 
which claimed for him the love and respect of all with whom 
he was associated. My relations with Mr. A. W. Buell, daring 
the last session of the Legislature, gave me, perhaps, equal, if 
not superior -opportunities, of knowing him, and of becoming 
acquainted with those qualities, both of the head and heart, in 
which he was most distinguished. 

Mr. Buell, though one of the most quiet and unassuming 
members of this House— rarely saying anything during its 
sessions, upon the numerous legislative matters coming before 
it— yet was perhaps as close and attentive an observer of all 
its proceedings— examining as thoroughly the nature and con* 
sequences of the several bills introduced, before recording his 
vote upon them-^as any other member here. The constitation 
of his mind, and the previous habits of his life^ speciaUy fitted 
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him for such daiies. He was s msn of sound judgmssLt^ and ib- 
dependant in the esoeroise of it Popular seal conld nerer sway 
him from what he deemed to be the path of duty. 

Though living in another county, his district {oined my own. 
Besiding within fire miles of me, I had an opportunity to know 
somethuig of his character and business talents, and <rf the esti- 
mation in which he was held by the oommunitj in whidi he 
lived. Holly, where he resided, a small but flourishing Tillage 
on the line of the Detroit and Milwaukie railroad, is, by the 
universal acknowledgment of its citizens, very largely indeW 
ed to the public spirit and enterprising business talents ef the 
late Hon. A. W. Buell, for its present growth and prosperity. 
If you cpuld have witnessed, as I did, the manifestations of 
deep sorr<^ and grief expressed by nearly the whole assembled 
population of that village, when his lifeless boc^ was conveyed 
to his late residence, from this diy, at the close of the last sea* 
sion of the Legislature, you would join me in saying that be 
must have been a man worthy of admiration, and whose loss 
we all must regret* A native of the State of New York, where 
he spent the earlier years of his life, he removed to this State, 
and to the village of Holly, about eleven years ago, where he 
resided at the time of his death. Since that period, with frequent 
interruptions from sickness, he has been actively engaged in 
various business pursuits. At the same time a fanner, a mer- 
chant and a manufacturer. 

Best loved where he was best known — ^kind and benevolent 
to the poor— ^he was without an enemy. Though firm in his 
views of national policy, and perhaps in the expression of those 
views, he nevertheless commanded the respect and attachment 
of his political opponents. 

His social qualities were of a high order. It was in the con* 
fidence and freedom from restraint of the social circle, that he 
made fast and enduring friends. It was there that the native 
goodness and benevolence of his nature shown forth most 
oonspicuonsly. He was a kind and affbotionate f ather» a good 
ciliflBn and a tme patriot

ANKOUNOEMSNT OF THE DEATH OF UB. PRATT. 

Mr. Abbott addressed the House as follows: 

Mr. Speaker: — ^With a proper respect for public feeling, and 
a sympathy for eur common humanity, I arise to announce to 
thl)9 honorable body the death of one of its members, the Hon. 
Abner Pratt, of Calhoun, who died at Marshall immediately after 
the close of our last session. 

Judge Pratt was well known and honorably mentioned in our 
State, as an efficient lawyer, an able Judge, and a legislator of 
undoubted ability. 

The positions of honor and trust conferred upon him by the 
people of this State, as well as those conferred by the Oovem- 
ment of the United States, constrain us to render him our hom-^ 
age of reB.pect and esteem. I, therefore, offer the fdlowing 
resolutions: 

Besolvedf That we tender to the family and friends of the de- 
ceased, our heartfelt sympathy. 

Besolved, That as a tribute of respect to the memory of the 
honored dead, we do now adjourn. 

Besolved, That the Clerk of this House is hereby directed, to 
transmit a copy of the above resolutions, &c., to the fanpily of 
the deceased. 
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^ Mft. SniKiR^'-Sddoiii does a year pass away on the tide of 
^btBt after ^be adjoimunent of a Legislature, witbont the an- 
honncement ' in the jotumals of the day, that snch and sudh 
members are no more. Three members of this House, and two 
of the Senate, have been caUed from this life since we assem* 
bled here in January, 186S. We need not regret it. Death is 
tte common lot of alL The lesson it teaches us, as individuals, 
is liiat we too should be ready to look calmly into the narrow 
diamber of the grave, and to enter it as a necessary step iis^ 
bar pilgrimage to that world whose joys and glories are un* 
dimmed and eternal. As legislators, our business here i» 
rather to preserve national life — ^the liberties, energies, indus- 
try and intelligence which make a people prosperous, happy 
imd safe. The dead are alike indifferent to our censure or 
praise. We remember them as tiiey were in life, and in view 
of the many imperfections so common to the wisest and best of 
our race, we should cherish in our memories only their better 
qualities, which live for good after the soul has departed to the 
qyirit world. 

Of the Hon. Abner Pratt, whose death is now announced to 
this House, it is unnecessary, perhaps unbecoming for me, com* 
paratively a stranger, to speak, further than to say that his more- 
intimate acquaintances, his immediate neighbors, are best qual- 
ified to pronounce his eulogy; and it was among them, sir, that 
he found his wannest and firmest friends and admirers. They 
felt and appreciated in him those traits of character which be- 
long only to a generous and noble nature, a frank and fearless 
spirit^ a kind and sympathizing heart The cordial welcome 
extended to him on his return from his labors here at the last 
session, evinced the strong hold he had upon the affections of 
of his constituents, without regard to partizan ties and bias. 
Suoh teistimony, sir, from those who walked with him daily in 
life, and knew him best^ is honorable to his memoiy as a neiglK 
bor, a dtizen and a man. 
But Abner Pratt was distinguished not merely for his sodal 
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qualities as a frieadi wrigkbor aA mfttt^ Iwt for the integrity, 
4kbili1y and patriotism whioh marked his hiatoiy in <rftoiat life, 
aad more partioidariy waff he known and honored as a Jndgt 
of the Supreme Court of ICiohigan, in which capadlyt as well 
•as a Circuit Judge and Prosecuting Attorney, he commanded 
the respect and confidence of Ihe oommuaityi and of the beat 
legal talent of the State. 

With his career as a legislator we are familiar. We know 
he was a devoted loTcr of his country — that he was f earlesH 
^and independent in the avowal of his sentiments. If, in times 
of excitement^ he appeared to exhibit a harsh nature, we aU 
ioiow that he really possessed a kind and benevolent heart 

Death, sir, is a great and useful teacher. He touches us one 
by one, and our bodies are cold, rigid and lifeless. The spirit 
is^one. How the sight rebukes human ambition, human pride^ 
hmman resentment, and how readily in such an hour we are 
humbled before 'our Ood — ^how readily we can drop the tear of 
forgiveness over the grave as we hope to be forgiven. If we 
could not do so, sir, we could have no interest or hope in 
Him wh6, in the agonies of death, full of compassion for poor, 
frail humanity, and animated with the love and philanthropy of 
Heaven, prayed, " £*orgive them. Father, for they know not 
what they do." 

I cheerfully second the resolutions of the Honorable member 
from Calhoun. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted.

'Have had the same under consideration, and would respect- 
fully report that they recommend that the first above named 
bill do l^ass, and that they be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the subject; and in making this recommendation, 
it may be proper to assign some of the reasons for doing so: 
First, it is but an act of justice to those who have gone into the 
service of the country to fight its battles, defend its constitu- 
tion and laws, and crush out the most wicked, causeless and 
tmholy rebellion that ever existed on the face of the earth; 
and if taking up arms in defence of our country is to deprive 
one of the right held most sacred by all freemen, the right of 



mxSc9ige, it will do more to deter our brave men laxid Teteraitfi 
now in the field from re-enlifltiDg than any other one qauBei aad 
also deter oar men now at home fiiom repleniehing the depleted 
ranks of our regiments now in the field. This alone would be 
a sufficient reason for me to vote for the bill if no other coulid. 
be ofiered. But it is said by some that this Legislature has no 
' power to pass such a law for the reason that the same is pro- 
hibited by the constitution. K that is so the undersigned hsm 
been unable to see it in that light. In a republican govern- 
ment all power is vested in the people^ and the power to make 
constitutions also rests with them, and the legislature is the 
representative of the people, and everything that the people 
might do may be done by the legislature if not restrained by 
the constitution. That part of the constitution which relates 
to this subject reads as follows: " No citizen or iQhabitant shall 
be an elector, or entitled to vote at any election, unless he shall 
be above the age of twenty-one ye^rs, and has resided in tiaa 
State three months, and in the township or ward in which he offerB 
iovote ten days next preceding such election." No one will pre- 
tend that a soldier, by reason of his enlistment and service in 
the army or navy, loses or gains a residence, but that his resi- 
dence is the same as if jie had not left his home. This is ex- 
pressly so declared by the constitution itself. Now if this be 
so, what is to hinder the soldier from voting wherever he may 
be, if the Legislature see fit so to direct, unless the clause of the 
constitution above quoted directly or by implication prohibits it. 
That clause speaks directly as to the age and residence of the 
voter. The place of voting, or where the election shall be held, 
is not mentioned or even intimated. Suppose that some town- 
ship of this State should be infested with some contagious 
disease, or become inundated by the sudden rise of water, so 
that all the inhabitants of such township had to flee to some 
other place for a temporary residence; and suppose this should 
happen about the time of some one of our elections, does any 
one presume to say that the Legislature has no power to |iay 
that the people of such township may hold an electi(xa for the 
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township from which they have been driyen, by the elements or 
disease, in some adjoining or even distant place where they 
might be assembled 7 The idea that snch persons shall be dis- 
franchised 'is preposterous in the extreme, and has not the 
slightest foundation in fact. Great stress is placed upon the 
words, '* in the township or ward in which he offers to vote/' by the 
opponents of this measure; but such persons do not look at th» 
connection that these words hare with the rest of the sentence^ 
and if they will look at the same closely, they will see that by 
no sort of inference can it be construed to have any reference 
to the place of holding the election, and only to the age and 
residence of the voter, as before said. There is no doubt with 
the undersigned but that a person can vote in the township in 
which he has a residence, while in some other place, provided 
the ballot box and proper officers of his township were removed 
to him. All State constitutions, in governments like ours, un- 
like that of the TTnited States, is restraining, while that of the 
latter is a granting power. While Congress can do nothing 
only what is granted in express, or implied terms, given by the 
constitution of the United States, a State Legislature can da 
anything within the legislative scope not inhibited by the State 
constitution. If this reasoning, then, be correct, there can be 
no doubt but that we have full power to pass the proposed law. 
The Supreme Oourt of Iowa have passed upon a law almost like 
the one before as, and have decided the same to be constitu- 
tional, and in rendering their opinion, they speak expressly of 
the constitution of Michigan' and some other States, and say 
they have no clause prohibiting the passage of such laws. 

And beside all the above, we have several precedents that 
will, or at least shouM have some weight on our action. The 
Legislature of this State has, on several occasions, passed 
laws by which certain townships might hold their elections 
without the bounds of tie township. The Legislature of 1861 
passed three such laws, by which they allowed the townships of 
Ann Arbor, Pontiac and Coldwater to hold elections within the 

11 
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Beveral cities of the Bame name; and in 1859, LaBsiog ancl 
Saginaw, and in 1857, in relation to Port Huron. These sev- 
eral laws were passed by an almost unanimouH vote, and some- 
times entirely so; and if those laws are all uncanstittttioQal, 
some of the members on this floor, and in the Senate, may, per- 
haps, hold their seats by very doubtful tenure. 

There is another objection to this law raised by 8omo« that 
is, "it allows soldiers to vote, and in so doing will run the gov* 
ernmenl into a military despotism, and that some military 
despot will be placed at the head of our government." This, to 
me, is a mere pretext to get up sotne opposition to the bill 
without any cause, and has no good foundation. The volun- 
teer soldiers of this country are from the mass of the people, 
and are educated; many of them are graduates of our best 
schools and colleges, and are educated in all the principles of 
a free and republican government, and are as familiar with tbe 
principles of our institutions and government as any of us 
who stay at home, and nothing need be feared from such iutelli- 
g^nce, as it is the greatest terror to despotism, and as long as 
our soldiers are allowed the privilege to read and understand 
what is going on in the world around them, nothing need 
be feared from them in this regard if they are allowed the 
privilege to vote for the officers of this government. 

And there are many, also, in the army of the United States 
that are of foreign birth, and have fled to this country to enjoy- 
that freedom and liberty that was not to be had in the country 
of their birth, and which is held out by this country to the op- 
pressed of every nation; and such men would not be very 
likely to countenance the remotest idea of a despotism. The 
masses of the people of this country, wjiether in or out of the 
army, know far too well how to prize the blessings of liberty 
and the institutions of a free and republican government; they 
are educated to the principles of liberty from their earliest ex- 
istence to the end of life. Liberty is the song of childhood^ 
tbe story of youth, the dream of manhood, and the vision of old 
age; in faot^ it is inter woren through their entire existence; 
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tiMfy are toogfat thmt it lirmi for these principles that o«r ^fhmi 
feagbt for seVeii loog years; Mid as loDg as we continae to 
tbmi edoeate our people to these doctrines, none need fear if 
thej are allowed to vote, either in or out of the army. 

The majority of the committee have seen fit to report a bill 
somewhat different in its features to the one herein recom* 
mended. The bill here recommended sends the ballot box. to 
the soldiers in the field, and they hold an election and vote in 
the town or ward in wfaidi they have residence, and tike votes are 
canvassed the same as other votes, and sent home to be coimted 
for the different candidates for which they may choose to vote* 
The process is simple and easy of comprehension, will more 
folly effect the object of letting all vote who desire so to do. 
It is more in accordance with the principles of conducting onr 
elections at home, and better understood; alniost every soldier 
now in the army of the United States is qualifiea to act as an 
inspector of election, and are familiar with all the workings ef 
' the law. 

The bill reported by the majority of the committee bfL& every 
soldier appoint an agent or proxy to vote for him, to whom he 
sends his authority, and also his ticket, to be voted for him, 
and in every case it makes an inconvenient amount of writing 
for each soldier to execute, a]|d then trust to the uncertainty of 
the mails to get it to the ballot box. The whole system in new 
and untried and will have to be learned; and if adopted, many 
will not vote that desire so to do, and many who do so, will do it 
so informal that their votes will not be counted in the canvass. 
If the LfCgislature see fit to adopt either of the bills, or any 
other that will effect the object, the undersigned will concur 
with them, as it is deemed by him a measure of great impor- 
tance, and the people, and especially the soldiers, expect it^ 
and demand that we do not withhold from them tiiis one of 
their rights. 

The undersigned wonld therefore say that he can see no 
good reason why the bill should not pass, and while the 'sol- 
dier is using the weapon of death to destroy the traitors and 
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put down treason in front, let him iise that other weapon of 
peace, the ballot, and in 00 doing, will wipe out the last yea* 
tige of treason and rebel sympathy that Inrks in the rear, and 
spirit of the immortal declaration, ** that all men are created 
eqnal, and endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights, among which are life, liberty and the pursuit of happi* 
ness,^ will be firmly established in the nation forever.

Wbi9n abont i8 fiUes from Ontonagon, a tremMdous gafe 
blowiag tnm the noiih, the aea riaing rapidly, maA the boat 
l^ng lights fltOQii biBcame nnpianageable, and, atmggling for a 
iimOf finally sunk with all m board, aave the wheelaman, who^ 
idope was spared to tell the sad tale. 

The lamented dei^fuied wi« a native of the Stftte of N«w 
York, though for a long period he has been 3a reaidrat of this* 
State, inost of that time in that country sprmnnding the great 
wallers that now enfiircle bis mortal remains. He was about 
M years Qf i|ge, yet still in the fnll vigor of his manhood. He 
W#^ ODB of the first settlers of the Upper Peninsula, endurii^ 
all the privations and hardships of a frontier life. A man of 
l^ti ve temperamsAty he took an energetic part in .pr<HU)oting the 
general welfare of the community. 

In 1852, he was chosen as our first Keprosentative ffomtbe- 
district poppqucd of Qpughton and Ontonagon connties. He 
was reelected to the same office in 1854 and 1856, and again in 
18fi2, as a $epi;epei^^tiye fro^ Ontonagon county, which posi- 
ii%n his cpi^l^^u^^Q^Sid^emed him bat too well qualified to.fi]}. 
JP^s great peraeversuace led him to overcome every obstacle ii^ 
.th/9 way of carrying out those porqjects which he was always 
foremost to ^advocate {or the benefit and development of tbp 
Tapper Peninsula, to which he was very strongly attached. 

To his efforts we are indebted for the mo^t of our general 
legislation for that region. As a legislator he was eminently 
successful in forwarding and developing the vast resources and 
interests in that section of the country. As a friend he waa 
warm-hearted and genexoosy even to a faalt, deeply mourned 
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^nd regretted by his constituents, an irreparable loss to his 
^^fe and children, a warning to all of the uncertainty of life* 

And here it may not be improper to make mention of kui 
friend and co-laborer, who perished with him; I mean the Hon. 
Augustus Goburn. He, too, was an early settler of the same 
•district, one of its most able and enterprising citizens, and like 
Mr. Sherman, devoted much of his time to the promotion of the 
general welfare and prosperity of that region. Elected one of 
ihe Presidential electors of this State, in 1860, he cast his vote 
for Mr. Lincoln. During his life he held many public offices of 
honor and trust, and was in every way qualified to hold any 
within the gift of the people. Although politically opposed to 
each other, they were intimate friends, and worked together for 
"theT accomplishment of all important public measures, thereby 
•uniting all classes in one, making opposition useless. 

They were both equally firm friends of the public schools, of 
learning and of general improyements. In, them the friends of 
•education have lost their ablest advocates, and well may the 
people lament, for in them they have lost two great men — men 
of wisdom and of ability. Their lives and actions haye been 
eo blended that it is almost impossible to speak of one withont 
mentioning the other; and it may be truly said, together tfacy 
lived, labored and died. 

Oat of respect to the memory of my departed worthy oot 
-eagne, I offer the following resolutions: 

Whereas^ Death has taken from among us, in the majesty of 
health, by one of those decrees of Providence which none eaa 
^fathom, the Hon. Abner Sherman, and consigned him to an oa- 
imown grave in the yast and mighty waters of Lake Sapeiior;

Mb. Speakir: — With deep emotion, I rise to support the res- 
olutions of the honorable gentleman from Houghton, who has 
so well portrayed the qualities of our departed friend, id his 
eloquent remarks. 

How dreadful must be the recollection of any one who has 
witnessed a shipwreck; how awful the moment; how dread the 
suspense I Hov much more dreadful must be a catastrophe like 
that by which our lamented friend so unfortunately perished; 
rocked and tossed about by the fierce and raging tempest, in a 
frail vessel, upon an immense lake, at a distance from shore 
where succor could not reach, nor the lamentations of the sufferer . 
be heard. There, sinking, surrounded by the raging billows; 
engulfed, swallowed up, sunuuoned almost instantaneously 
into the presence of the Supreme Judge — no friendly plank at 
hand on which to cast forlorn hopes of prolonging existence. 
Such was the death scene of him whose memory we honor this 
day. A cherished son, and an ardent friend, shared with him the 
same sad fate — a wife and babes mourn his loss at home.

In the death of our honored friend his constituents truly losl 
aiaithful advocate — a .firm and ardent friend of every interest 
of the country he represented on this floor. His familiar form 
isiB^ll fresh in my memory. His place on my right, I behold 
is vacant — that friendly hand which I frequently had occasioii 
to grasp in friendship, after the adjournment of the Legislature 
last winter, and previous to his departure for the place of Iw 
j^hpde in May last, is no more within my gras]^. 

I cannot describe the sadness I experienced when I first re^ 
of the terrible and heart-rending manner in which the Honorable 
member from Ontonagon had closed his career on earth. 

During the past year Providence has dealt severely with mi. 
Death has not confined its arrows to the warrior or the hero (^ 
the battle-field; but as of old, entering alike into all ranks of 
isooiety and conditions of men, has selected for its victims, the 
legislator, the soldier, and the civilian. Five from among i»tffi 
members of the two Houses have been summoned in one sheet 
y^^ar to appear before their Maker. But of all, sir, who h%y|e 
gone to " that bourne from whence no traveler returneth,'' ^his 
.man's last end is the most affecting. Nor has any left a widow 
ai^d orphans under such distressing circumstances as our hoi^ 
ored friend, Abper Sherman.

The distance in a right line, from Jackson t^ Grand Bapids, 
is 80 miles; by the route of the proposed road, through Eaton 
B^ds, Charlotte, Vermontyille and Hastings, about 86 miles. 
It being 16 miles from Jackson to Detroit, 12 from Jackson 
to Toledo^ 158 from Grand Bapids to Detroit, and 65 from the 
last named city to Toledo. This road would mi^e a second 
ronto between Grand Bapids and Detroit, only three miles fur- 
ther than by way of Owosso, and a route from Grand Bapids 
to Toledo 66 miles nearer than by way of Detroit. It would 
consequently be likely to command a*'considerable part of the 
travel and business between Wisconsin and Minnesote and the 
States south and south-east of Lake Erie, which now wholly 
aTOids the Stete to go by the way of Ghicago. 

Am an east and west route through the valley of the Grand 
Biver^ one of the most fertile in the world, it would, to some 
extent, perhaps, enter into competition with other roads, and 
would increase the travel and business throughout the State. 

As a north and south route, it cpnnecte the country which 
makes Grand Bapids ite center with the southern counties, at 
a point on tbe Central rail road, about fifteen miles east of a 
point equi distent from the Detroit riv^er and Lake M icbigaa 
It woidd afford a largo outlet for plaster to the great wheat- 



/ 
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growing ooimtieB of Jackson, Washtenaw, Lenawee and H3Is» 
dale, containing, in 1860, 811,985 acres of improred land, and 
prodncing 2,181,180 bushels of wheat. Till the completion of 
other proposed roads, this wonld also afford an outlet to all the 
sonthwestem counties of this State, and seyeral in Northern 
Indiana, much shorter than any existing railroad route. 

Eaton and Barry counties are now wit|iout any railroads, 
and this road is designed to extend centrally through them 
from east to west. 

The value of the real estate owned in the counties and town- 
ships named in the title of the bill, was, according to the cen- 
sus of 1860, $32,591,923; the asseesed vAluation of the same 
counties and townships is now about $20,000,000— $100,000 in 
each county would be about one and a half per cent, on the 
assessed valuation in Jackson and Kent counties, and three 
per cent in Eaton and Barry, or an average of two per cenl 
in the four cotmties ; $3,000 per mile would amount to $255,- 
000 for eighty-five miles^ and if. evenly divided between the 
counties would require an average of ^bout one and a quarter 
per cent, of the whole assessed, or three-fourths of one pet 
oent of the census valuation. 

The population of the same counties and towns was, in 1860^ 
92,098. It is now probably over 100,000. Over forty-five 
million feet of sawed lumber were produced in that year in the 
counties and townships north of Jackson, and 1,654,000 feet in 
the latter county. In Jackson, (as well as other southern 
counties,) there is not sufficient remaining timber to re-fence 
the farms, while in that part of the route west of Eaton 
Bapids, there is an immense surplus. In Eaton and Barry are 
at least 800,000 acres of land, covered with heavy forest, 
which it costs from $12 to $20 per acre to cut down and bum. 
A railroad would furnish a market for enough of the timber to 
help, if not entirely to defray the expense of clearing. 

Many other consideratibns are added by the particular friends 
of the bill ; those mentioned are among the most prominent. 
It is proper to add that this route is that of the Grand Biver 
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Valley Bailroad Company, whioh was chartered in 1846, at the 
same time with the Michigan Central and Michigan Southern 
Companies, and that it is the general purpose, along the line 
of the road, to build it by means of that company, in which 
stockholders are not personally liable. This bill, however, leaves 
it an open question as between this company ahd any other 
which may be formed under the general railroad law. 

The committee have made some slight amendments to the 
original bill and herewith report the same back, ask concur^ 
rence in said amendments, and recommend that when so amend* 
ed the bill do pass.

A bill to authorize the city of Ooldwater to provide bountisi 
for volunteers; 

Having had under consideration all of the foregoing pAi* 
tions, memorials and bills, as well as various other papers and 
documents, giving statements of proceedings in different towns 
and counties, and all of which have reference to the general 
subject of bounties to volunteers, respeotfully 
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RirOBT : 

As may well be supposed in a matter of such importance, 
and one which could not fail deeply to interest every lo^al citi« 
msnof Michigan; and in the absence of all legal enactments 
anthorising the raising of city, town and county bounties, by 
which alone the inhabitants of such municipii! corporations 
could hope to escape a draft in filling their respective quotas 
of the 800,000 Tolunteers, ordered by the President of the 
United States, their separate action upon the subject would be 
quite sure to differ very widely, one from another. This your 
committee have found to be true. And whilst they have had 
before them seventy-nine petitions and memorials, and ten bills, 
from all parts of the State, asking for such legislation as would 
meet their respective views and wishes, they do not find hardly 
any two which present the same facts, or ask for precisely the 
same legislation in terms. The general facts, however, which 
the committee glean from these petitions and memorials are, 
that without law, the patriotic citizens of the State h%ve spon- 
taneously come together in various forms and under difibrent 
calls, to meet a great public exigency by such acts and means 
as were within their reach. In some cases a form of law has 
been given to the proceedings for raising money and obtaining 
erediti to pay bounties, and thereby avoid a draft; and in oth- 
ers, individual contributions have been freely made, and both 
money and credit loaned and pledged— without stint — almost 
every one seeming to rely upon the patriotism, the loyalty, the 
BBDBm of justice, of equity and of right, rather than upon the 
letter of the law, to induce, in due time, the whole people and 
the Legislature of the ^te, to make good in law, that which 
had been done under such strong and pressing necessity, with- ' 
out law; and especially so, as the sole purpose was thereby to 
secure the best inlerests of the whole. 

Although the petitions and memorials referred to the com- 
mittee, in almost every instance, ask for special enactments to 
meet their own psrtioalar cases, jet the general tsnor of the 

IS 
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whole is an iir£^nt appeal to tkiB Leipslature to legalize all 
{heir aots and proceedings of the past, having reference to the 
borrowipg of money, the raising of money by taxes, or the 
issuing of scrip, orders, bonds, or other evidences of indebted- 
ness, for the purpose of raising the necessary means of offering 
such bounties |o volnteers as would thereby avoid a draft; and^ 
for the future, to make such provisions as would obviate the 
necessity, under any .similar emergency, of any deparjtore from 
the strict letter of the law. 

And although it may be extremely difficult to frame a general 
law that wiU meet the views of all the petitioners, and cover 
every individual act of the past, sought to be legalized, yet in 
view of the limited time of this Legislature, and of the arduous " 
task that would be imposed upon it^ should such a course of 
legislation be pursued, your committee have deemed it advis- 
able to embody, in a general bill, such provisions as they hope 
«may be sufficient to meet the necessities of the case, and the 
views of the petitioners, and such as they believe are in accord- 
ance witn the recommendations of the Oovemor; and which 
they have endeavored to do in the bill herewith reported. 

But if, in the opinion of any of the members of either branch 
of the Legislature, who may have presented bills which have 
been referred to this committee, and are now reported baok 
with a recommendation that they do not pass, the bill now re- 
ported does not cover all that they desire, then there will be 
ample opportunity for such bills to be again referred, and here- 
after specially acted upon, in cases where such course may be 
4eemed expedient. 

In regard to the effect of the bill now reported for the pur- 
pose of legalizing the past acts and doijtigs of the people in 
the several municipal corporations of the State, they do not 
feel called upon in this report to expicess an opinion, or even to 
consider, very critically, in connection with the duty with 
which they are uqw charged. But in view of a possible doubt 
a§ to the irregularities or illegalities of {hose procee4ing8 be- 
ing entirely cured by the legislation herein recommended. 
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jMT comimttee bvpe daoMd il adTWiIde and expedint to 
pvonde tiiat the ■ervral mniiioiiMl corporstioBB shall now hftTO- 
ihe right to raise money by taxes, or to issne serip^ ofden m 
bcnidSy or other erideBoes of indebtedness, to meet or canoel 
eacpenditnres or debts already incnrred in the paysEient of boojfr* 
ties to Yolimteers, if th^ shall deem this to be the safer 
oohtbo. 

And as many of the towmdnps and eaty wards, may not yOl 
hsrre raised their foil qnota nnder the present oall, the eomp* 
ailtee deem it proper that thqr thonld now have the rights 1^ 
fntnre actioni to provide bounties for volanteersi and a pro*- 
-mion is accordingly inserted in the bill anthoriaing them to do 
so in a snm not exceeding two hundred dottan to each volatt^ 
teer» that^ perhaps, being a fair average, if not a maximum, of 
the bounties already paid. 

But the Oovemor has also called the ''attention of the 1^^ 
' '*laiiire to the qnesllon of the propriety cS providing, by law, a 
"imifontt mle, by virtue of which bounties may hereafter be 
'^raised without the irregnlarities which have heretofore ocoar- 
'^ledf and yonr committee are ^learly of the opinion that saob 
provisions shoald now be made. Ip regard to the partionlar 
mode of this provision they are, however, inclined to diffinr 
somewhat from the views entertained by the Ck>vemor, as ex* 
pressed in his message; t(x while they admil the oorreotness 
of his opinions in regfurd to the advantages of local bonntiea 
for procuring enlistments, they, at the same time, believe thai 
State bounties are not withbut their advantages; and they have 
aesordingly provided for a State bounty of cm kunired do^ 
Eoff^ and for a local, or township bounty, not exceedkig a simi« 
bar sum, to be paid to volunteers who may hereafter enlist on 
any subsequent call of the President of the United States fisr 
troqis during the present rebellion. Whilst the oommittee 
were somewhat divided in sentiment in regard to these two 
modes of rairaig bounties, it was^inally eeaceded tiiat the 
cense adopted would have decided advantages over either an 
exebmive AMe cv loesl boun^. 
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There are flOTOtid other inbjectfl wkiok hftire olaimedtbaai' 
tentton of the committee, and which hare been bronght to thair 
notice by the petitioneni. 

The Legislature is asked to enact a law wherel^ the Stale 
flhall assume and pay to the cities, towns and counties, as well 
as to indiyidnals, all the sums of money which they may hare 
paid, or which they may haye become liable to pay, on account 
of bounties tovolunteers. The committee are unanimously of 
the opinion that^ under the circumstances, such legislation, ia 
neither judicious nor expedient, and they therefore do not xe* 
oommend it. 

Among all the petitions referred to your committee, they find 
one only asking for the passage of a law authorizing towns 
jmd counties to refund to drafted men commutation money paid 
by them; and upon this they report adversely to the prayer of 
the petitioners. 

The petition of the board of supervisors of the county of Kentp 
«s well as some others, ask for the passage of a law gp'anting 
State bounties to yeteran yolunteers. Tour committee are 
deeply sensible of the great and lasting obligations which the 
goyemment and the people are under to those brave and d^ 
voted men, who have so freely, at the call of their country, 
periled their strength, their health, their lives, in her behalf, and 
who, to perfect the great work so nobly, commenced by thenSf 
are again voluntarily offering themselves anew, a willing saort 
fice for their country's weaL But in view of the fact that they 
are now allowed, in addition to all local bounties, a State 
bounty of fifty dollars from the war fund >of tiiis State, provided 
at the last session of the Legislature, which is wA paid to other 
volunteers, as well as a further bounty of four hundred dollars 
allowed them by the General Government, being one hundred 
more than is received by other volunteers; and in view also ct 
the fact that although having enlisted in the beginning, for ths 
twm of three years, the government has given them an honor- 
sMe discharge, after serving but littie more than two yeais^ 
4md has granted thenn a furlough of thirty dajs upon, their 
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and hM alao paid, their em^eaaoi home to the place 
of their rMidezroiiB, your comaiittee do not think that it ia ex- 
pedfent at the present time, to make further proTiaiona in their 
behalf, and thej have not done so in the bill herewith anb- 
mitted. 

Another snbjeet of mneh importance, incidentaUy bronght to 
the notice of the committee, has engaged their attention. A 
practice has prevailed, vwith almost perfect impunity, and to an 
alarming extent, for volnnteers to be taken from the towns and 
countieB where they belong, and where they are enrolled, by 
selfish, evil disposed, and wioked persons, and conv^ed to 
towns and counties where they are disposed of«-in faet, sold — 
to persons who, if less criminal than the actual perpetrators 
of this wrong, are no less selfish and lawless; and in many in- 
stances this is done where volnnteers have already received 
their bounties in the localities where they belong. In some 
cases this is alone the criminal act g£ the volunteer, and in 
others he is but the subject, whilst some o£Bcer of the govern- 
ment, or other person in some way connected with the enlist- 
ment^ is the actual criminal. And this offence, in some in- 
stances, is undoubtedly repeated more than once, withtiie same 
recruit. The perpetrators of this wrong^^ whether ''sellers'' or 
"buyers,'' should not only meet the indignation and scorn of aH 
just and honorable men, but the severest penalties of the law 
should be infiicted in every case where it can possibly be made 
to reach the offenders. 

Tour committee, however, have not been able, in the bOl !#• 
ported, to provide a remedy for this evil. 

Your committee therefore herewith report back to their re» 
^ipective branches of the Legislature in which they were pre- 
sented, the various petitions, memorials and remonstrances, re- 
ferred to them, together with the accompanying bill to cany 
inio effect the recommendations herein contained, the passage 
of whidi they recommend. 

They also report back the several bills referred to fhem, 
bills they recommend do not pass, as the proviaiona of 
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audi bilh <liej believe to he eabeteatiiilly embodied in the 
end bill, the peeeage of whioh they have alreedy ceoommended, 
flo far, at least, at stteh provisioiui eaa be ao incorporated and 
embodied, ooneistently with the views of the oommlttoe. 
All of which is reepectfnlly enbmitted.

The committee on military affairs, to whom was referred the 
"petition of Capt. Abner B. Wood, Ist Lieut. Porter K. Perrin 
and 148 other officers and privates belonging to the 27th regi 
ment of Michigan infantry volunteers, requesting that measures 
be taken to secure to said petitioners the payment of the State 
bounty authorized by an act of the Legislature passed at the 
last session thereof, which bounty was promised to said peti- 
tioners at the time of their enlistment," 

Have had the same under consideration and respectfully re- 
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port, that section 1 of act No. 51 of the laws of 1863, reads as 
follows: 

" Sec. 1. Tlie People of the State of Michigan enact, That the 
Governor be and is hereby authorized, in his discretion, to 
caose to be paid from the war fand, such uniform bounty as he 
shall deem necessary/ not exceeding fifty dollars, to each vol- 
unteer, non-commissioned officer, musician or private that may 
enlist and be mistered into the military service of the United 
States, in any regiment, battery or company, heretofore mus- 
tered from this State into the military service of the United 
States, or now organizing for such service: Provided That no 
bounty shall be paid to any person enlisted previous to the 
time when this act shall take effect/' 

It was evidently the intention of the Legislature to leave the 
matter with the Governor to fix the amount, and pay or discon* 
tinue the same, whenever, " in his discretion," the interest of 
the State and condition of the country might seem to require it. 
Accordingly on the 15th of March, 1863, tne Governor ordered 
that a uniform State bounty of fifty dollars be paid to volun- 
teers enlistiog into the regiments and batteries of this State. 
This bounty was paid until about the 10th of November last, 
when the President made a further call for three hundred thou- 
sand volunteers; and to encourage enlistments under the call, 
the war department offered bounties of $400 to veterans and 
f 300 to new recruits. In view of these very liberal bounties of 
the General Government, and the limited amount of Ihe " war 
loan fund," the Governor discontinued the payment of the State 
bounty by "general order," dated Nov. 10, 1863. 

It further appears that the petitioners enlisted and were 
mustered into the service of the United States, stbsequent to 
that date, and therefore stand upon the same footing with all 
the volunteers that haye enlisted to fill the quota of the State 
under the last call of the President for three hundred thousand 
men. The committee have therefore instructed me to report 
the petition back to the House, with the recommendation that

His Excellency Austin Blair: 

SiK — ^In answer to the inquiry, contained in the resolution of 
Mr. Betts, relating to the lands inuring to the benefit of the 
Agricultural College, I have the honor to report, that no lands 
have been selected under the grant. A list of farming lands, 
somewhat less than fifty thousand acres, has been prepared, 
but not yet filed in the several district offices. 

The work of preparation has been one of very considerable 
magnitude. 

Lists of Oovemment lands have been procured from the 
several district offices, one or two of which are still incom- 
plete. 

These lands have been platted, and the quality of the land as- 
certained, as far as the same can be by a critical examination 
of the topogra^jhy of the survey, and field notes in the Land 
Office. 

The topography for the selection in the farming lands is 
deemed ample and reliable, with the recent surveys. It would 
be very unsafe for the selection of pine lands. 

Serioufi ein];>arrassment in selecting has arisen from two con- 
ditions incident to the grant : 

1st. We cannot select less than a quarter section in a body. 

2<^. If we select "vfithin the limits of the several railroad 

reficrve, we can only do so at a double minimum of $2 50 per 

acre. 

Our examinations do not show a large amount of the most 
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desirable lands in quarter sections, subject to location, west 
of the limits of the Grand Rapids and Indiana. Railroad. 

The same is true of the lands subject to location south of the 
Flint and Fere Marquette route. 

To a limited extent, the same causes affect lands in Saginaw 
District. 

On a very considerable portion of each route, the reserve 
limits extend fifteen miles each way, although the double min- 
imum extends only six miles on each side the line. 

If we go to the interim of the limits of the several routes, 
we locate far distant from our settlements — ^the lands are of 
little present value. 

If wh select adjacent to settlements, and within the reserved 
limits, we accept half the quantity, in <K)nsideration of the in- 
creased value which the railroads are supposed to impart. 

These considerations make great care necessary, affecting, as 
they manifestly do, the value pf thd grant. 

Oould we have a reasonable assurance that the roads will be 
completed soon, no question could arise as to the policy of se- 
lecting chiefly adjacent to and within the limits of the railroad 
reserves, and the settled portion of the State. 

On the contrary, could we reasonably assume that the pro- 
jected roads will be abandoned, and the grant lapse to the 
General Oovemment in 1866, there caimot exist any well 
grounded doubt that the value of the grant woidd be greatly 
enhanced by awaiting that event, before selecting a large por- 
tion of the lands.
